If  one  will  take  a few  moments  to  reflect,  he  will  understand 
that  it  takes  several  months  to  compile  the  necessary  information  before  the 
catalog  can  be  published,  therefore,  it  is  inevitable  that  the  catalog  listing  will 
be  under  the  prevailing  market  price  on  the  items  in  popular  demand  at  the 
time  of  the  publication.  The  estimated  prices  are  entered  only  after  careful 
examination  of  various  records  and  publications  which  reflect  the  actual  and 
not  theoretical  values.  (PLEASE  NOT  ETHAT  MANY  OF  THE  ESTIMATES  ARE 
CATALOG  VALUE  ONLY.  MANY  OF  THE  GOLD  COINS,  SILVER  $1,  WASH- 
INGTON QUARTERS,  CURRENCY,  ETC.  ARE  ESTIMATED  AT  CATALOG).  In 
the  final  analysis,  you  the  collector,  are  the  one  who  sets  the  price. 

BIDS  ARE  RECORDED  AS  FOLLOWS:  Each  bid  sheet  is  given  a number  as  it 
comes  in,  and  the  bids  are  recorded.

PROOF  & SPECIMEN-STRIKE  QUARTERS 

This  is  a continuation  of  the  remarkable  collection  starting  in  the  last  sale  (consisting 
of  V2C  thru  10c).  The  next  portion  will  be  offered  in  our  coming  sale.  We  repeat  the  fol- 
lowing from  our  last  sale: 

Special-struck  or  “Specimen-Strikes”  are  known  since  the  beginning  of  U.S.  coinage.  They 
did  the  best  they  could  to  produce  “Special”  specimens  with  what  facilities  they  had. 
These  were  produced  for  “Presentation  Purposes”  to  heads  of  foreign  governments  (as  in 
1834  when  the  set  included  the  1804  dollar  and  eagle  in  proof)  museums,  “dignitaries” 
and  a very  few  collectors.  While  some  resembled  the  later  proofs  struck  in  the  late  1850’s 
and  1860’s,  others  were  not  as  well  made.  Some  were  “one-sided  proofs”  and  others  were 
struck  from  regular  dies  which  had  been  polished  and  regular  planchets  which  had  been 
selected  as  the  best  of  the  normal  supply.  The  one  thing  in  common  that  these  had  was 
that  special  care  was  given  in  their  manufacture  and  that  they  were  intended  for  special 
purposes.  Since  very  little  is  known  about  the  exact  number  struck  and  quality  of  each 
prior  to  1858,  it  is  difficult  to  have  leading  authorities  agree  what  is  a “proof”,  "specimen- 
strike”,  or  “presentation-piece”.  This  collection,  assembled  individually  by  a serious  stu- 
dent, represents  his  ideas.  We  have  added  our  own  observations  (where  pertinent)  based 
on  our  thirty-five  years  as  professional  numismatists.

All  bear  the  small  red  seal 
with  rays  and  most  have  red  serial  numbers;  a few  have  blue  numbers  (less  than  1 to 
every  three  red  numbers  we  have  seen.)  The  $1  and  $2  notes  were  first  issued  in  1865 
while  the  higher  denominations  were  first  issued  in  December,  1863.  A DIFFERENT  STATE 
SEAL  ADPEARS  ON  NOTES  FROM  EACH  STATE.  Making  a collection  of  a note  from  each 
state  is  increasing  in  popularity.  We  have  noticed  displays  with  large  state  maps  and 
notes  attached  from  various  cities  and  states.  There  also  seems  to  still  be  some  collecting 
by  signature  combinations.  We  believe  rarity  ratings  by  states  and  by  signatures  is  in 
need  of  revision.  The  strong  demand  for  certain  states  has  made  available  supplies 
of  these  states  quite  limited.
